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CLAIM 



1. A rotor of a rotating electric machine, in which protruding 
stripes inserted into a wall around an axial hole of a rotor core 
are provided on a rotating shaft to fix the rotor core, 
characterized in that: 

the protruding stripes, which are short axially, are provided 
almost evenly in a fitting face of the rotor core of the rotating 
shaft; and respective circumferential-directional positions of the 
protruding stripes are made different.
